Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  -present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Buckley  Urban  District  for  the  year  19 66. 

In  1961  Census  gave  a powulation  of  7,659* 

The  estimated  population  for  June  1966  mas  8,530  &n  increase  of  210 

over  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  172,  32  fe-er  than  in  1965  and  in 
consequence  the  birth  rate  is  20»lo  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  19ec, 
compared  with  24,5  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1965. 

For  comparison  with  other  areas  the  adjusted  birth  rate  is  21, 3 6 which 
is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  17.1  ner  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  totalled  108,  34  more  than  in  196 
so  that  the  death  corrected  is  14,30  per  1,000  of  the  home  population. 

There  were  6 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  compared  ith  5 
in  1964  and  1 in  1965,  giving  a rate  of  34.88  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  19,0.  There  was  one  still-birth?  this  gives 
a still-birth  rate  of  5«78» 

The  principal  single  cause  of  death  was  again  disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  36  of  the  108  deaths  during 
the  year,  1 fewer  than  in  1965. 

Cancer  accounted  for  20  deaths,  7 more  than  in  1965.  There  were  7 
deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  lungs  or  Bronchus,  in  males,  and  increase  of  5 

on  the  1965  figure. 


This  year  there  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis.  Accidents  accounted, 
for  3 deaths.  These  were  all  dearths  from  motor  accidents. 

There  was  no  maternal  death  in  1966  and  no  deaths  from  diphtheria. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  totalled  90  cases  of  measles,  one  of 
dysentery,  1 of  Pneumonia,  3 of  scarlet  fever,  and  1 of  Pulmonary  Tuberculos- 
is. 

In  conclusion,  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  "'embers  of 
the  Health  Committee  and  to  all  your  Officials,  particularly  you  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Hr.  B.  Marsland,  who  has  supported  me  loyally.

The  Buckley  Urban  District  is  situated  on  a foothill  of  the  Clwydie  n 
Range  to  the  Dorth  Hast  of  the  County  of  Flint,  and  is  hounded  on  the  North, 
East  and  South  by  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  and  in  the  Worth,  ~Test  an-’ 
South  by  the  Holywell  Rural  District, 


The  subsoil  is  clay  in  the  greater  part  of  the  area.  Below  are  the 
lower  coal  measures,  now  very  little  worked.  The  principal  industries  are 
Cement,  Brick,  Tile  and  Pipe  Works,  together  with  Agriculture, 


In  past  times,  Buckley  residents  'forked  within  the  district,  but  1 1th 
the  closing  of  the  Elm  Colliery  in  the  nineteen  thirties,  and  the  decay  of 
the  rotterv  industry,  many  of  the  loca.l  inhabitants  found  rork  in.  the  ^hotton 
steelworks  at  Courtaulds  fibre  plant  at  Flint,  and  in  other  local  industries. 
With  the  building  of  so  many  new  houses,  Buckley  has  become  an  attractive 
residential  area.  With  the  cost  of  land  soaring  in  the  1jrirral  and  Mersey- 
side, many  people  have  found  that  they  can  buy  homes  in  this  district  n 
reasonable  trices  and  they  travel  to  and  from  their  place  of  work  daily. 

To  provide  services  for  the  increasing  population  .ill  call  for  a great  deal 
of  work  in  the  future.  Shows,  schools  and  sewerage  - ill  have  to  be  provided.

There  vrere  more  cases  of  measles } 90  notifications  compared  with 
33*  Dysentery  was  prevalent  throughout  the  county  as  a "/hole  and  Buckley 
had  1 case.  The  complaint  is  a nuisance  especially  amongst  children  of 
school  age.  A great  deal  of  :ork  is  done^  in  schools  and  in  the  homes  before 
the  complaint  dies  away.  Improvements  to  lavatory  accomodation  and  in  kitchen 
arrangements  were  achieved  in  local  schools  with  the  co-operation  of  the  head- 
master and  staff.  Good  hygiene  is  the  best  means  of  controlling  this  complaint.

The  remaining  section  of  this  report  are  dealt  with  by  Mr.  B.  Marsland 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  year  1966  has  seen  considerable  progress  with  regard  tos- 

(a)  The  Closet  Conversion  scheme, 

(b)  Improvements  in  the  storeage  and  collection  of  household  refuse. 

Regarding  the  conversion  of  pail  closets , this  has  nrogressed  steadily 
and  has  resulted  in  a reduction  in  the  time  spent  on  the  collection  of  pail 
closets  of  three  nights  to  two  nights.  In  the  majority  of  ca,ses  it  has  been 
possible  to  pursuade  owners  to  carry  out  improvements  to  their  properties  in 
addition  to  the  closet  conversion. 

The  continutation  of  the  rerlacement  of  dustbins  by  paper  sack  units 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  resulting  in  some  four  hundred  units  being 
in  use  at  the  end  of  i960.  This  has  helped  considerably  in  absorbing  the  new 
properties  which  have  been  built  during  the  year  into  the  refuse  collection 
service  and  a weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout. 

In  achieving  this  objective  I must  thank  my  foreman  Mr.  S.  H.  Fletcher 
and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  for  the  standard  of  work  which  they  have 
maintained  and  I would  point  out  that  it  has  only  been  necessary  to  replace  one 
member  employed  on  refuse  collection  during  the  year  and  in  this  particular 
instance  the  person  replaced  had  reached  retirement  age. 

My  comments  would  not  be  complete  without  some  reference  to  Food 
Hygiene  and  in  this  respect  I feel  that  there  is  still  considerable  room  for 
improvement  in  some  of  the  shop  premises  within  the  Council’s  area.  In  addition 
I also  feel  that  some  of  the  shop  premises  give  the  impression  of  not  being  of 
a very  high  standard,  due  to  the  poor  exterior  appearance.  Though  this 
consideration  may  not  be  within  the  perview  of  the  Food  Regulations  I feel  that 
a clean  and  smart  general  exterior  of  a shop  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
the  promotion  of  a high  standard  of  Food  Hygiene.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  for  Buckley  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Central 
Flintshire  Water  Board,  and  is  provided  for  this  area  nrinciply  from  two 
sources . 


These  supplies  are  fed  into  the  two  covered  service  reservoirs  at 
Prenbrigog  from  where  they  gravitate  to  feed  the  Urban  area.  Complaints 
have  been  received  by  the  Department  with  regard  to  poor  water  pressure  in 
the  higher  parts  of  the  Urban  District,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  booster 
upon  which  work  is  now  being  undertaken  will  soon  come  into  operation. 

During  the  year  11  samples  of  drinking  water  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 

Of  these,  10  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  1 unsatisfactory.  Regarding 
the  unsatisfactory  sample  this  was  taken  up  with  the  Central  Flintshire 
Boater  Board  who  investigated  the  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

To  ensure  a satisfactory  swimming  bath  water,  testing  is  carried  out 
regularly  for  chlorination  and  acidity.  Twelve  samples  of  water  were  obtained 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 
One  of  the  sarar-les  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  nrobgbly  caused  by  the 
chlorine  content  having  fallen,  due  to  mechanical  fault  at  the  Chlorinator 
which  was  easily  rectified.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Some  improvement  to  factories  dealt  with  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 
was  noted  during  the  year.  Due  to  the  type  of  industry  prevalent  in  this 
area,  it  is  observed  that  most  of  the  factories  are  registered  under  the 
Alkali  Works  Regulations  and  consequently  come  -under  the  .jurisdiction  of  the 
Alkali  Works  Inspectors. 

It  is  noted  that  certain  Brick  Manufacturers  are  converting  their  kilns 
to  oil  firing  with  a resultant  improvement  of  the  emmission  of  smoke  from 
their  chimneys. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  question  of  caravans  being  used  as  -permanent  dwellings  is  not 
causing  any  serious  concern  in  the  Urban  District.  It  has  been  necessary 
on  a number  of  occasions  for  action  to  be  taken  under  the  Bye-Laws  governing 
Buckley  Common  for  the  removal  of  caravans  used  by  Gypsies  and  Itinerant 
traders  who  have  visited  this  area. 

During  the  year  a meeting  was  held  at  the  Flintshire  County  Council 
Offices  regarding  the  problem  of  Gypsies  and  Itinerant  traders.  This  resulted 
in  re-presentations  being  made  to  the  "."elsh  Office  who  have  replied  to  the 
affect  that  a circular  on  the  subject  will  shortly  be  issued. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative  who  made  194  visits  and 
inspections  during  the  year.  All  types  of  properties  have  been  inspected  and 
treatment  carried  out  where  infestations  were  discovered.  The  Council's 
Refuse  Tips  and  Sewage  ’Torks  were  periodically  treated  and  treatment  of 
sewers  was  again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results.  The  following  table

The  continuation  of  the  Council's  Slum 
Clearance  programme  is  dependant  on  further  nevr  Council  House  construction 
for  the  re-housing  of  families  displaced.

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Housing  Improvement  (Housing  Act.  1964) 

The  Council  attempted  to  put  into  operation  the  above  Act  for  the  improvement 
of  duellings  by  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  hot  and  cold  water  and  food  stores, 
but  this  did  not  prove  very  successful  as  the  following  report  indicates. 

The  Council  received  a letter  from  the  tenants  of  three  houses  requesting  that 
the  Housing  Act,  1964  be  put  into  operation  regarding  the  provision  of  pantries, 
bathrooms  and  satisfactory  sanitary  arrangements.  After  consideration  by  the 
Council  they  authorised  the  service  of  the  necessary  notices  as  required  by  section' 
19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964.  These  were  duly  served  along  with  the  list  of  improve- 
ments required  to  each  house.  The  approximate  cost  varied  from  between  £500  and 
£700.  The  hearing  by  the  Council  of  any  representation  from  the  oirner  duly  took 
place  and  a written  request  was  considered  for  a deferment  of  the  hearing  for  four- 
teen days  which  the  Council  were  unable  to  exceed  to,  and  in  consequence  immediate 
improvement  notices  were  served  requiring  the  work  to  be  carried  out  within  a 
period  of  twelve  months.  As  a result  of  these  notices  an  appeal  was  entered  by 
the  owners  and  the  grounds  of  the  appeal  were  as  follows s- 

1.  That  it  is  not  practicable  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Improvement 
Notice  at  reasonable  expense,  regard  being  had  to  the  estimated  cost  of  the  works 
and  the  value  which  it  is  estimated  that  the  dwellings  will  have  when  the  works  are 

completed. 

2.  The  work  specified  in  the  notices  are  otherwise  unreasonable  in  character  or 
extent . 

3.  That  the  Improvement  Notice  is  invalid  on  the  ground  that  the  requirements  of 
the  Act  have  not  been  complied  with  in  that  the  representations  made  to  the  Local 
Authority  which  led  to  the  Improvement  Notices  were  not  made  by  the  tenant  of 

No.  36  Mill  Lane,  Buckley;  and  further,  that  by  refusing  to  allow  a short  adjourn- 
ment to  enable  the  o.ppelants  Surveyor  to  make  a full  report  and  for  him  to  make 
representations  before  making  the  Said  Order  in  the  absence  of  the  representatives 
of  the  Appelant  who  had  been  oraly  informed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  on  its 
behalf,  that  it  was  not  necessary  that  they  a.ttend  the  Council  Meeting  to  be  held 
on  the  19th  July,  1966.  The  Council  proceeded  to  authorise  the  Service  of  an 
Immediate  Improvement  Notice,  they  therefore  failed  in  their  duty  to  take  into 
consideration  the  Representations  of  the  Appelant. 

The  hearing  of  the  appeal  duly  took  place  and  after  a hearing  lasting  two 
days  the  Judge  found  for  the  Appelants  on  the  grounds  of  informality,  defect  or 
error  in  or  in  connection  with  the  Improvement  Notices.  Though  the  Council  are 
bound  to  exoept  this  decision  it  is  rather  regretable  in  that  the  Council's  efforts 
to  operate  this  very  complex  Act  proved  unsuccessful.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
suitable  ammendments  to  the  Act  will  be  forthcoming  which  would  encourage  Local 
Authorities  in  their  efforts  towards  the  improvement  of  houses  by  the  provision  of 
bathrooms,  etc.

During  the  year  a weekly  collection  of  houses  and  trade  refuse  has 
been  maintained. 

The  Council's  fleet  now  consists  of  the  following  vehicles s-

All  these  vehicles  are  fitted  with  diesel  engines  which  are  proving 
quite  satisfactory  and  economical.

During  the  year  approximately  1350  loads  of  refuse  were  removed 
and  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  the  Etna  Tip.  L small 
quantity  of  refuse  was  also  disposed  of  at  the  mine  shafts  approved  for  this 
purpose,  but  these  had  almost  been  completely  filled  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  problem  of  the  disposal  of  old  motor  vehicles  is  becoming 
increasingly  the  responsibility  of  Local  Authorities,  and  during  the  year 
many  of  such  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  and  disposed  of  on  the  refuse  tip. 

The  Council  have  also  entered  into  an  agreement  ;ith  a Scrap  Metal 
Dealer  for  the  removal  of  such  vehicles. 

Night  soil  has  been  collected  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  nights  of 
each  week  giving  a weekly  collection  to  all  properties  with  pail  closets. 
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
